In the Scots 
dialect as used by MacDiarmid, can 
found .the highest forms of poetic 
expression ; his is a language that is not, 
as Sir William Watson calls so much of 
that which passes for poetry nowadays, 
‘‘scriptive’’; it is the very dialect of the 
Muses released from the deep recessional 
gloom of the fundamental English. | 


His astonishing work, “The Drunk 
Man Looks at the Thistle,’ with the 


. expression, new in Scots poetry, of the 


problems of the towns, is too stern and 
tremendous, suitably to be dealt with in 
such a short note as this. It is to his 
lyrics in “Sangshaw’’ and “ Penny- 
wheep’’ that I wish to refer, because they 
are more easily quoted, though the lines 
from one of the lyrics in the first-named 
work linger so insistently in the mind 
that they must first be allowed to escape— 


“ But I can give you kindness, lad, 
And a pair of willing hands; 
And ye sall hae my briests like stars, 
My limbs like willow wands.”’ 


This omits the deep sentimental thought 
behind the lines, a thought which even 
our censors would be inclined to pass for 
its universa] truth, if “censors could be 
found who, to the invidiousness of their 
position, would willingly add the 
stultifying handicap of a capacity for 
deep thought. 

There is more in Hugh MacDiarmid 
than the ordinary censor would delete. 
In MacDiarmid we see how Scotland is 
moved to her heart in an urge towards 
self-determination. This is taking a 
stronger and more definite shape than 
the movement to which Arthur Griffith 
gave his life. It is stronger, because the 
Scots are more clannish than we; and it 
is more definlte because their proletariat 
is less of a mere proletariat, but better 
informed and. more hard-headed, better 
educated, more strongly determined than 
ours.

EARL OF DALHOUSIE’S ESTATE.

Whatever the 
comparative merits of the two styles—and 
that night we had nearly perfect exponents 
of both--some of us left the theatre con- 
vinced that they do not mix well. Most 
of the regular Abbey Players had réles 
to fill, including (again I trust to memory) 
Sheelah Richards, F. J. McCormick, and, 
of course, Barry Fitzgerald as the eccentric 
old inventor, looking in no degree ferocious 
even when he tottered to and fro flourish- 
ing sticks of dynamite. The staging, too, 
was particularly good, even to the drone 
of Zeppelin engines during the air raid— 
as convincing a noise as anything I have 
heard in cinemas which have a weakness 
for war films “with sound sequence.”’ 
But. one almost began to hope that a bomb 
would drop mid-stage when the characters 
were all assembled for one of their divert- 
ing, but purposeless debates, and so end 
the play much in the manner of the hack 
serial writer, who, on editorial instruc- 
tions, finished a story in one short instal- 
ment by collecting all his brain-children 
on a yacht and sinking it in mid-ocean. 
Later I advanced this suggestion to a lady 
who had taken part in the production ; 
but she, for reasons which I could appre- 
ciate, seemed to prefer the explosions “‘ off- 
stage.”’ 


A Ghost Story. 


The latest ghost story that has come my 
way tells of a method of laying ghosts 
which would commend itself to those 
gentlemen who occasionally amuse them- 
selves by that particular form of practical 
joking. And the story has the merit of 
being true, and the method employed 
proved quite effective. 

The widow of a certain Dublin man, 
lately deceased, it appears, was troubléd 
with dreams for some time after his 
death. On several occasions, even when 
fully awake, she imagined that she heard 
his footsteps in the room next her own 
apartment, and she could swear, she told 
an intimate friend of her late husband, 
that night after night she heard her 
husband switching on the electric light. 
“Well,” said the friend, ‘‘I knew John 
well enough to know what he would do 
when he would come home so late at 
night, and I'll tell you what to do to 
prove whether it is really himself or only 
something you imagine. When you're 
going to bed to-night put a table where 
the light will fall directly on it, so that 
John, if it’s he, cannot help seeing what's 
on it. On the table put a ‘ baby ' bottle 
of ‘whiskey, and if it’s really John the 
bottle will be empty in the morning.” The 
widow did as suggested, and in the 
morning approached the table and found 
the bottle and contents intact. Since then 
her rest is undisturbed, and that ' ghost ” 
is laid. The story is, in fact, a pertinent 
illustration of-the effect of a timely and 
shrewd suggestion to a troubled mind.

Honey. 


The glut of honey in Wexford draws 
attention to the fact that honey is 
curiously rare upon our tables, yet, in 
addition to making dry bread palatable, 
it is a healthy food and soothing to the 
throat of those who sing or mal mucn. 
Our forefathers used it before sugar fcr 
sweetening ; it was mixed with wine, and 
was essential to the making of mead. In 
early Ireland the cultivation of bees 
ranked as an industry only below the 
rearing of horses and cattle; but for us, 
not even Mr. Yeats’ honey bee has 
succeeded in making it popular. A cook, 
I fancy, by using honey instead of sugar 
in some cases, might sueteed in subtly 
varying a menu, and in adding new 
delicacies to our housekeeping. Honey 
will bear traces of the flayour of the 
flowers where the bee nas sucked. Clovor 
makes the most delicious of honies; but 
a rare flavour is obtained,’ like that -éf 
almonds, if the bee lights often upon the 
lime tree. Out blackberrying, I have 
often come across wild honey and eaten it. 
After doing so I felt, at least, that that 
part of John the Baptist’s menu was not 
to be sneered at. 


Bee Swarming. 


Bees will swarm sometimes in the most 
curious places. I have seen a swarm fix 
on a letter-box on a hall door and a)so in 
a pillar-box, to the discomfiture of the 
postman, A case is recorded where they 
entered a straw hat which a man was 
carrying in his hand. Some of the 
sweetest honey I ever tasted came from the 
comb of an errant swarm, which had made 
its home in the eaves,of the house in 
which I was living when T was a lad. 
Great fun I had smoking those bees, and 
scooping their treasure out. There was 
plenty of it, too; enough of tt at any rate 
to fill a large handbasin. Wandering turf 
smoke had touched it; but, so far from 
spoiling, seemed rather to add piquance to 
its flavour. One year, I remember, bees 
swarmed in an old turf rick, which, for 
some reason or another, we chose at that 
moment to use. The boy who went out 
with the scuttle came back a sorry sight, 
end there was a great cal] for ammonia 
and blue bag. The bee, unlike the wasp, 
I believe, is not given to wanton attack. 
It is said that he has but ene sting, and, 
I suppose, husbands his ammunition 
against a crisis.

MALLOW, Tuesday. 

Mallow has prepared with mg 7 N care 
for the great annual racing event which takes 
place here to-morrow. An air of excitement 
and anticipation is observable on such oeca- 
sions. town has awakened from its 
normal quiet, and will turn aside from busi- 
ness and devote the next two days to its 
favourite sport. 

Much the same course of events is fol- 
lowed at all race meetings, but in Mallow 
the interest is of a deeper nature, for the 
town has been entirely connected with horse 
racing throughout its history. Here, it is 
claimed, the word “ steeplec ” had its 
origin. The story runs that in the famous 
Mallow Club (the second qidest sporting club 
in Ireland) sportsmen used to meet and dis- 
cuss matters portaining to sport as they do 
to-day. Private bets were made on cross- 
country races organised by members of the 
club. The course had as its extreme points 
Steeple hill, at Ballyclough, and the church 
steople at Doneraile, and hence the term, 
‘* steeplechasing.”” 

Sportsmen in all parts of the world know 
of the famous jump, Beecher’s Brook, on the 
Grand National Course at Aintree. There, 
before: the brook was so named, Major 
Beecher, of ard gen Cecilstown, Mallow, 
met with a fatal accident, and the jump 
a jockeys fear most was named after 
im. 

In face of two such incidents in racing 
history the Mallow people’s love for horses 
will be readily understood. Of the numerous 
meetings during the year the Mallow August 
meeting is regarded as the most important 
one, and rightly so. The social: aspect of 
any function is closely related to its success, 
and if the weather is favourable and a bril- 
liant sun prevails during the next two days 
the scene on the course will be one of 
great animation. 


GEOGRAPHICAL ADVANTAGES. 


Because of its geographical 
standing, as it does, on the junction 
of the WUublin-Cork and Killarney- 
Waterford railway lines, Mallow has excellent 
possibilities of becoming one of the principal 
Southern Ireland. 
Remote districts have been ned up by the 
introduction of ‘buses. Many of their 
residents will see horse-raving on the track 
probably for their first time, and it is inevit- 
able that they should be moved by the excite- 
ment that such events provide. 

The town of Mallow is an ideal health 
resort. A visitor wonders at the bay windows 
in the older houses, and is told that in former 
days invalids used to visit Mallow to drink 
the curative waters of the local spa, and 
afterwards enjoy the sunshine from the 
windows. To-day both spa and windows 
remain, but the visitors are few. It is felt 
that, with a little effort on the part of those 
concerned with the prosperity of the town, 
attention could be drawn to the splendid 
water of the spa. The water in the spa 1s 
stone-cold in the summer months, and in 
winter it is so hot that steam ascends f.om it. 

With due exploitation of its natural advan- 
tages, Mallow ought to gain her share of such 
prosperity as comes to Ireland through the 
tourist movement. The racecourse, which 
lies about a mile and a half to the west of 
the town, is one of the most picturesque 
courses in the country. Within the racinz 
track is a beautiful golf course, so that two 
of the most popular and famous sports here 
are happily combined. 

Though racing in Ireland has suffered a 
serious reverse during recent years, the 
Mallow executive last year made a profit of 
£452. The Committee contemplates the 
erection of banks for steeplechasing, similar 
to those at Punchestown. Plans have been 
prepared, and work will be put in hands. im- 
mediately after the present meeting. Thus 
additional attraction will go far to increase 
Mallow’s popularity as a racing centre.

DANGER IN MAKING UP LOST 
TIME. 


A reference to the speed of long-distance 
motor coaches was made at Oldbury, Wor- 
cestershire, yesterday, when Charles Edward 
Jones, driver, of the Anyway Motor Com- 
pany, Manchester, was summoned for 
dangerous driving. It was alleged that in 
consequence of excessive speed there was a 
collision with a motor lorry at a dangerous 
cross-roads.

RUSSIAN EXPLORER’S 
ADVENTURE. 
MOSCOW (by Mail). 

Professor Samoilovich was Janded by the 
icebreaker Sedov on Scott Celty Island 
some days ago from a large row boat. He 
expected to make biological collections on 
the Nory glacier. 

Commander Smith, who was in charge 
of the expedition, followed in a smaller 
boat to take a sample of water from the 
glacier, in which a deep cavern had 
formed. They were accompanied by ten 
men from the icebreaker Veronin. 

The icebreaker stopped at a distance of 
50 metres from the cavern and commenced 
hydro-biological studies on the glacier 
Hardly, however, had the party entered 
the caverm when an unexpected movement 
of the ice barred the exit. The surprised 
men jumped upon the floating ice, which 
began to sink under their weight. 

Finally, after great efforts the research 
party managed to escape! from the cavern, 
which threatened to collapse completely. 

Tie whole icefield began to press upon 
the icebreaker, threatening to crush it 
against the wall of ice. The Sedov had 
to make a hurried departure, and could 
not take Professor Samoilovich’s party on 
board. Next day, however, they managed 
to, reach the icebreaker, dragging their 
heavy boat over the rough ice.

Women are steadily but surely strengthen. 
ing their position in the United States 
Government service, and hy Standard of 
remuneration is advancing. 

One woman official gets £1,800 yearly; 
several others draw £1,000 yearly. The 
woman scientist, the woman economist, the 
woman specialist in many fields is invited to 
compete for Federal positions that offer ip. 
creasing opportunity, and the great army of 
women stenographers and clerks Maintain 
their ratio on a basis of “ equal compensation 
for equal work.” ok 

For several years that ratio has remained 
substantially the same, with women occupy. 
ing about two-fifths of the departmenta! 
positions in Washington and about 55.00 
scattered jobs throughout the country. 
Though the scattered jobs for men number 
450,000, the Civil Service Commission de. 
clares that women fill more than half of all 
the positions for which men and women are 
equally suited. The preponderance of men 
merely means that women are not ranging 
the forests, carrying the mail from door to 
door, or inspecting cattle. 

Three years ago Mr. W. C. Deeming. 
President of the United States Civil Service 
Commission, proudly quoted high federa! 
salaries for women as follows :—

CORK COMMITTEE’S

ferring to the Boards of Public Assistance for 
the provision of extra nourishment and of 
outfits of clothing required by necessitous 
= apart from tubercnlosis, I am 
irected by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health to péint out that 
this practice has for many years heen opera- 
tive in other counties in which tuberculosis 
schemes are in force, and has worked satis- 
factorily. The Minister sees no reason to 
consider that it will not operate successfully 
in Cork County.” ° 

The Secretary stated that when the County 
Council adopted the scheme. they were 
| promised pound for pound of their expendi- 
ture, and it was pointed out that the extra 
nourishment and outfits had been recom- 
mended for necessitous persons, and the letter 
which he had just read was the reply. 

In reply to the Chairman; the Secretary 
said that the letter meant that in the case 
of poor people who receive treatment and 
who were recommended by the medical officer 
for extra nourishment and clothing, the 
money expended on extra nourishment could 
net be recouped out of the Government grant. 

“ UNWORKABLE.”’ 

Mr. Daly, T.D., said that the proposal of 
the Local Government Department was un- 
workable, for the reason that the Boards of 
Assistance had made no provision in their 
estimates for this contingency. Boards of 
Assistance had quite enough to do to relieve 
distress among the unémployed and destitute, 
without coming to the rescue of this scheme. 

Mr. O’Gorman said that he was aware that 
cheques of the South Cork. Board of Assist- 
ance had been dishonoured quite recently 
because there were no fiirnids to meet them. 
He was also aware that they had an over- 
draft of £116,000, and it was not fair on 
the part of the Government to lure the 
County Council to do a certain thing which 
might or “xi” pot be desirable, and then 
deliberately Dreak their promise. 

The Chairman said that when the Council 
were informed that they would get recoup- 
ment of all moneys expended cn extra nourish- 
ment it was an ordinary interpretation that 
of the money expended in carrying out the 
scheme to eliminate tuberculosis the Govern- 
ment would contribute fifty per cent.

Half a mile away from 
where they were sitting on the bank by the 
road was a van, which O’Leary said was his. 
A knife, of shoemaker’s pattern, was found 
on O'Leary. A shears and a number of 
sacks, such as were used by poachers for 
rabbit. carcases, were also found with the 
prisoners. The sergeant also produced speci- 
mens of the boxwood and the cut branches. 

Superintendent Kelly said that about 200 
of these shrubs were cut and consigned to 
Smithfield Market, Manchester, to a dealer 
there. James Toomey, Lord Dunsany’s game- 
keeper, said that it spoiled the covert 
a for the next three years, The value 
was much over £5; and Lord Dunsany prized 
this ornaméntation in the covert far above 
the money. 

Mr. J. J. Kellett, stationmaster, Drumree, 
produced the station manifest record, showing 
that O Leary consigned to Manchester on the 
14th over five ewt. of boxwood.

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DROGHEDA DISTRICT 
COURT. 


AGAINST. BUTCHER 
DISMISSED. : 


A conflict of evidence between two 
veterinary surgeons was a feature of a case 
heard at Drogheda District Court yesterday 
before Justice Goff, when John Downey, 
victualler, Dyer street, Drogheda, was 
summoned by the Drogheda Corporation for 
having in his possession a piece of meat 
which was alleged to be unsound. 

Mr. P. Weldon, 8.8.0., deposed to visiting. 
the abattoir on the 9th July and findin 
meat in the possession of the defendant whic 
was quite dark in colour. Witness had the 
meat examined by the veterinary inspector, 
and, as a result of the examination, witness 
seized the meat and brought it to the Market 
yard, where a Peace Commissioner con- 
demned jt and ordered its destruction. To 
the Court, witness said that the whole side 
of meat was dark, but the top portion of 
the leg had several bruises on it. 

Mr. Andrew A. Donnelly, .M.R.C.V.S8., 
Veterinary Inspector for the Borough of 
Drogheda, deposed to issuing a certificate 
condemning the meat. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. LL Healy, soli- 
citor, who defended, witness said that he did 
not prevent any other veterinary . surgeon 
from examining the meat. If it was sworn 
that the meat was all right, witness would 
still persist in his opinion that it was not. 
The discolouring could not have been. caused 
by pepper, but was due to the extensive 
bruises of the muscles, the whole hind quarter 
being badly bruised. | 

The defendant swore that he supervised the 
killing of the animal. It was bled properly. 
He put pepper on one of the sides that was 
being left in the abattoir to keep the flies off 
it. There was a small bruise about the sizé 
of half a crown on the hind quarter. It was 
very seldom they got cattle without bruises. 

r. Sherlock, veterinary surgeon, called for 
the defence, deposed that he had seen the 
cow alive; it had a broken leg, but was a 
healthy animal. After killing the beast the 
defendant put the pepper on while it was 
steaming, which burned it like copper. It 
should not have been put on until the animal 
cooled “ 

“There was no reason on earth why the 
meat should have been seised,” declared this 
witness. So sure was witness that he called 
in another veterinary surgeon, a Mr. 
Chambers, who, unfortunately, had since 
died. 

The Justice dismissed the case, allowing 
defendant £1 1s. costs.

After thirteen days the Free State 
Government has taken action in the 
Dublin tramway strike. Mr. Campbell 
Ferguson, Assistant Secretary to the 
Ministry for Industry and Commerce, 
addressed letters yesterday to the Tram- 
ways Company and to the representatives 
of the men, proposing, in essence, the 
formula of settlement that was outlined 
in these columns on last Saturday. Mr. 
Ferguson regrets that the idea of arbitra- 
tion is not acceptable to both sides, 
and announces that the Minister has 
decided, under the Industrial Courts Act 
of 1919, to establish a Court of Inquiry 
to investigate, and report upon, the 
causes and circumstances of the dispute. 
He also announces that the personnel of 
the Court will be determined* at the 
earliest possible moment, and expresses 
the hope that the inquiry will be of short 
duration. He suggests to the Tramways 
Company that, pending the tribunal’s 
report, the tramway services shall be 
restored immediately on the basis of the 
qu?®, This proposal has been 
rejected by the Tramways Company. In 
his reply to Mr. Ferguson, Mr. Marshall 
Harriss denies that the company ever 
refused to refer the dispute to arbitration. 
He remarks that, under the provisions of 
the Act of 1919, the function of the pro- 
posed Court would be confined to the 
presentation of a report, and points out 
that “no compelling power to render 
these findings effective rests with tlre 
Court or the Minister.” 
stances, Mr. Marshall Harriss declares, 
the Tramways Company cannot accept the 
proposal to restore the services. He 
states that his Board takes the view that 
‘“‘immediate resumption might be 
secured ” if the issue should be referred 
to arbitration, or to an independent 
Court—‘*‘ the decision of the arbitrator or 
the Court to become binding as from the 
date of resunrption.”’ 

This is no time for manceuvring for posi- 
tion. A vital service has been suspended 
for virtually a fortnight. Dublin not 
only has been inconvenienced badly, but 
its trading losses have been heavy, and 
many of the advantages of a “ record ” 
Horse Show. week. already. have been 
annulled. Both parties claim to have 
unassailable cases. There is no doubt that 
the Tramways Company must reduce its 
expenditure if it is to continue to pay 
dividends.

Such a 
guarantee would take Mr. Marshall 
Harriss at his word. The fact that 
the company would lose a certain 
amount of money by the grant of full 
wages to its men, pending the ultimate 
settlement of the dispute, is unfortunate ; 
but how much: money will it lose if the 
strike should continue for, say, another 
month? Now that the machinery of 
settlement at last has been set in motion 
there can be no excuse for the continued 
holding to ransom of the citizens. 
Company and men alike are the servants 
of the public, whose money pays their 
dividends as well as their wages.

Angora and Dublin. 


If the rumour is true that the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State has secured 
the assistance of Dr. Raymond Unwin, 
town-planning officer to the British 
Ministry of Health, in the drafting of a 
town-plan for Greater Dublin, Irishmen 
will be gratified. The capital city of the 
Irish race too long has been allowed 
to grow at random. Better  build- 
ing, healthier suburbs and a solved 
transport problem would be the speedy 
rewards of action in Dublin such as the 
Turks have taken in Angora. A German 
specialist, Professor Jansen, the Constan- 
tinople Correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian reports, has been charged with 
the planning of the new capital. He has 
warned the Turks that the policy which 
they adopted in Constantinople and 
Smyrna must be abandened in Angora. 
Motor traffic, with its congestion, noise 
and fumes, has produced new problems 
that even the most magnificent of the old- 
fashioned cities cannot solve completely. 
The policy, of the magnificent open 
space, which in Constantinople and 
Smyrna was copied from Paris, Vienna 
and Berlin, is insufficient to-day.; 
Therefore, the new Angora must 
discard European models and resort to 
novel expedients. A bold plan has been 
adopted. Roads which will be adapted to 
full-speed motor traffic will pierce the 
civic area. The lateral roads which 
debouch into them will not open suddenly 
and at right angles on the main 
thoroughfares ; instead, there will be wide 
spaces allowing for diagonal turnings. 
The great motor roads will be flanked by 
park-like gardens of the bouse blocks, into 
which there will be no entrance for motor 
vehicles. Furthermore, the backs of the 
houses will be turned to the motor higb- 
ways. Their fronts will open on quiet roads, 
free from rapid and noisy traffic. Govern- 
ment buildings will be tall and imposing ; 
all other structures will be relatively low 
and of even height. The entire exterior 
aspect of the city will be controlled by 
municipal artists. Number, design, 
colour, grouping and external adorn- 
ment of dwellings will be subdued 
to a civic design, No person will 
be free to set up a jarring build- 
ing or to use clashing colours in the 
painting of. window sashes and garden 
rails. “It is along these lines that 
Angora is to be made the last word in 
modern urbanism and is to become a 
model city which the reconstruction of the 
other cities of new Turkey can follow.”

Inquiry, the Tramways Company will 


A man in North Wales died recently 
from an obscure poison, which, it seems, 
is to be found occasionally in a duck’s egg. 
Médical science was unable to decide what 
species of toxin was responsible, but it 
appears that the case was not without 
precedent. It may be that we live in a 
quieter age than our forefathers, and that 
for this reason we are more prone to 
notice an untimely decease. They, less 
fortunate than we, could not make a 
journey that was not fraught with danger 
from footpads and masterless men of all 
sorts, while tertian agues and a savage 
penal code stood at hand to swoop upon 
the survivors. Nevertheless, there can be 
no doubt that to-day we are shocked with 
distressing frequency by reports of death, 
following on seemingly trivial causes. The 
sting of a wasp, a humble banana skin, 
or a scratch from a rusty nail have 
removed many promising citizens from our 
unexpectant midst. No doubt, the 
tendency to tinned foods wars against the

“SUFFERING HARDSHIP” 
IN MANCHURIA. - 


Disquieting news was received in London 
yesterday regarding the two British 
insurance inspectors—Mr. E. M. Burton, 
of Messrs. Butterfield and Swire, and Mr. 
I. H. C. Godfrey, of the Commercial 
Union—who have been kidnapped by 
Manchurian bandits. 

The Commercial Union received a 
message from its Shanghai manager, who 
has been sent to Harbin, in which he says 
that he has heard from the two men. 
“His report says that they have been 
severely treated and are suffering very 
great hardship,” said an official of the 
firm to a reporter. “Our manager is 
endeavouring to send them provisions and 
clothing, and he states that the bandits 
are asking ‘an utterly unreasonable 
amount’ for their release. 

“The British authorities are doing 
everything possible, and the attitude being 
adopted is that the Chinese authorities are 
entirely responsible for the safety and 
release of the captives.”’ 

It is understood that the sum required 
by the bandits is 150,000 dollars, of a value 
of about two shillings and one penny each.

‘Favourable developments expected 
immediately,” an Irish Times representa- 
tive was told by one of the Senators who 
waited on Mr. R. C, Ferguson at the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
Upper Merrion street, yesterday morning 
in connection with the tram strike. 

The deputation consisted of Senators 
Sir FE. Coey Bigger, Alfred Byrne, 
Thomas Jéhnson and J. T. O'Farrell. 

_ They were received at 11 o'clock by Mr. 
Ferguson, representing Mr. McGilligan, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, who 
is absent from the country at present. 
The deputation pointed out the urgency 
of having the tram services resumed at 
the earliest moment for the convenience 
of the public, and asked the Department 
to take the necessary steps towards this 
end. Mr. Ferguson gave the deputation a 
patient hearing. 

Seen subsequently by an Jrish Times 
reporter, Mr. Ferguson said: “ All I have 
to say is that, as the parties did not find 
arbitration acceptable, the Minister has 
decided to exercise his powers under the 
Industrial Qourts Act, 1919, and to set 
up a court of inquiry to inquire into the 
causes and circumstances of the dispute 
and to report on the matter. he 
personnel of the Court will be made 
known as soon as possible, and, in the 
meantime, in order to convenience the 
public, we are requesting the Tramways 
Company to resume the services on the 
status quo prior to the stoppage.’’ 

oe Mr. Ferguson said that he 
had written letters tothe General Manager 
of the Tramways’ Company and to the 

Secretary of the Amalgamated Transport 
and General @VYorkers’ Union, and had 
got them delivered by hand. He empha- 


sised the fact that these letters were" 
decided upon before he had seen the 


deputation. 


LETTER TO THE COMPANY. 


The letter to the General Manager, 
Dublin United Tramways Company, 
stated —' I am directed by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce to refer to 
your letter of 26th instant, and to inform 
you that he notes with regret that his 
suggestion, that the wages dispute between 
your company and its employés should be 
referred to arbitration, is not acceptable 
to both sides. The Minister is still of 
opinion that arbitration is the best 


_ method of arriving at a settlement of the 


dispute, especially, as previously stated, 
as both sides claim to have an unanswer- 
able casc. ; 

“I am to state further that after full 
consideration of the position the Minister 
has decided to set up a Court of Inquiry, 
under the Industrial Courts Act, 1919, to 
Inguire into the causes and circumstances 
of the dispute, and report to him. 

“The personnel of the Court will be 
delermined at the earliest possible 
moment, and it is hoped that the inquiry 
will be of short duration and the re- 
port available in the near future. In 
these circumstances, the Minister. hopes 
that, pending the receipt of the report of 
the Court of Inquiry, your directors will 
agree to the immediate resumption of the 
tramway services on the basis of the 
sfatus quo prior to the stoppage.”’ 

The letter to the Secretary of the Amal- 
ameter Transport and General Workers’ 
inion, Dublin, was in similar terms, 
except that for the last sentence there 
was substituted a statement to the effect 
that ‘the Minister has informed the 
Dublin Tramways Company that, pending 
the receipt of the-report of the Court of 
Inquiry, he trusts they will agree to the 
immediate resumption of the tramway 
services on the basis of the status quo 
prior to the stoppage. 


THE COMPANY’S REPLY.

President Oosgrave, at Wexford last 
week, said that the question of reducin 
the number of members in the Dail had 
been under consideration and that one of 
the chief difficulties in any revision pro- 
posals would be the fixing, of the 
boundaries of constituencies, The matter, 
he added, would require legislation. In 
these words he expressed a point of view 
that for some time has exercised the 
minds of many politicians. In fact, since 
the publication of the census returns of 
1926, which revealed a fall in the Free 
State population, many members have 
concluded that there must be a revision 
of the Electoral Act. It had.been thought 
that such’ a revision, and possibly a 
reduction of the present number of mem- 
bers in the Dail, would have been 
effected before the last general election. 
Now, however, it appears that action in 
the matter cannot be much longer 
deferred. Article 26 of the Constitution 
provides that the number of representa- 
tives which a constituency is. entitled to 
elect shall be determined according to the 
population. It runs:— 

“Dail Eireann shall be composed of 
members who represent constituencies. deter- 
mined by law. The number of members 
shall be fixed from time to time by the 
Oireachtas, but the total number of members 
of Dail Eireann (exclusive of members for 
the Universities) shall not be fixed at less 
than one member for each thirty thousand 
of the population, or at more than one 
member for each twenty thousand of the 
vopulation: provided that the proportion be- 
tween the members to be elected at any time 
for each constituency, and the population of 
each constituency, as ascertained at the last 
preceding census, shall, so far as is possible, 
be identical throughout the country. The 
members shall be elected upon the principles 
of proportional representation. The Oireachtas 
shall reyise the constituencies at least once 
in every ten years, with due regard to 
changes in distribution of population, but. 
any alterations in the constituencies shall not 
take effect during the life of Dail Eireann 
sitting when such revision is made.” 


A CONSIDERABLE CHANGE. 


Under the Electoral Act of 1923 the 
membership of the Dail is fixed at 153 
members. Since the passage of that Act 
the census of 1926 has been published, 
and it shows a reduction in population of 
167,696, which, on the basis of one 
member for each twenty thousand of 
population, would mean that the member- 
ship of the House could be reduced by 
eight members. 

In addition to a reduction there has 
been a considerable change in the dis- 
tribution of the population. The follow- 
ing table indicates the changes which 
have taken place since the 1911 census :—

OVER-REPRESENTATION. 


From the table above it will be seen 
that, on the basis of one member for 
every 20,000 of population, several con- 
stituencies now are over-represented. 
Kildare, with three members, for 1n- 
stance, has less than 60,000 population, 
so also has Wicklow. Wexford County 
and Longford and Westmeath, as other 
instances, fall short of the 100,000 mark 
for five-member constituencies. On this 
basis Cork City also is very far short of 
the population which. justities a five- 
member representation. 

Revision is necessary, but it is not clear 
that it will take place before some time 
well on in next year. The Article of the 
Treaty says:—‘The Oireachtas shall 
revise the constituecies at least once in 
every ten years ”; and also “ any altera- 
tions in the ¢onstituencies shall not take 
effect in the lifetime of Dail Eireann 
sitting when such revision is made.” . 

The ten-year period for revision will 
not expire until 1931, so that there is no 
immediate need for hurry; and it is diffi- 
cut to see how the Government can table 
proposals for refixing the electoral areas 
before they have fixed the area of Greater 
Dublin. If—as some people appear to 
think pdéssible—Greater Dublin embraces 
an area stretching from Howth on the 
North to Bray on the South, taking in 
large centres of population at present in 
the townships along the coast, there will 
be a big increase in the Dail representa- 
tion of the new city, with a consequent 
decrease of the representation of County 
Dublin, In the circumstances, it may be 
taken that the proposed revision of the 
electoral areas will not take place until 
the Greater Dublin question and the con- 
sequent necessary. legislation have been 
disposed of. A. Redistribution of Seats 
Act, therefore, is then not likely ‘to see 
the light for another twelve months.

THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 
The following statement has been issued 
by the British delegation this morning :— 


“At midnight an agreement in principle 
was reached by the delegates of the 
creditor inviting Powers as to the 
method of meeting the requirements of 
the British delegation as to the dis- 
tribution of the annuities and as to 
the deliveries in kind. 


“CH was agreed in principle that the other 
oreditor Governments would by 
adjustments to be made, subject to the 
consent of Germany, within the frame- 
work of the Young plan, secure to 
Great Britain an additional forty 
million marks a year, of which thirty- 
six million marks would consist of 
capital sums in annuities guaranteed 
by the other creditor Governments, 
and that Great Britain should receive 
as an additional annuity to these 
thirty-six million marks, eighteen 
million marks from the balance of the 
unconditional annuities available 
under the plan for distribution, and, 
finally,an additional forty-two million 
maris to be made available by re- 
arranging, subject to the consent of 
Germany, the annual amount of the 
unconditional annuity without in- 
créasing the aggregate total in such a 
way that the amount available for 
distribution among the _ creditor 
Governments, after meeting the service 
of the Dawes Loan, should be a fired 
sum each year. 


“Great Britain would receive in ‘all 
ninety-siz million marks as an uncon- 
ditional annuity. Further, in addi- 
tion to the points already agreed upon 
in regard to deliveries in kind, the 
Italian delegation has un@ertaken that 
the Italian State Railways shall 
pur@ase one million tons of British 
coal yearly for three years at the best 
British free . market export prices 
ruling at the date of each contract, 
A final agreement embodying these 
points is being prepared,”’ 

The agreement above described is, of 
course, subject to Germany giving her 
consent. The German delegates are still 
conferring in the Binnenhof, but it. is 
certain that they will give their consent. 

The Hague Conference has, therefore, 
ended successfully after twenty-two days’ 
deliberations and twenty-two days oi 
alternating hope and despair. 


GERMANS TO MEET. 

At 1.30 am, the delegates began to 
leave the Binnenhof. The German dele- 
gates have not yet given their consent to 
the proposals and are meeting later in the 
morning to come to a decision, which it is 
not doubted will be a favourable one. 

Mr. Henderson told Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent that he considered the settle- 
ment reached between the creditor 
Powers and Great Britain very satis- 
factory. There will probably be a 
plenary session of the conference on 
Thursday, and Mr. Henderson expects to 
leave for Geneva on Thursday night. 

The question of the consent of the 
Germans will be discussed with them at 
11 o’clock, and as soon as it is forth- 
coming steps will be taken to put the 
Young Plan into operation. 

As Mr. Snowden came out of the 
Binnenhof a mighty cheer was raised in 
recognition of the magnificent fight he 
has put up for British interests—a fight 
that has now been crowned with success. 


ELEVENTH HOUR CRISIS. 


THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

The drama of The Hague Conference has 
reached its climax. Practically all hope had 
been abandoned, when literally at the 
eleventh hour there is a chance that a 
settlement may be reached after all. At 
11 o'clock to-night the delegates of the five 
Powers were still sitting, having had a 
su of sandwiches. 

ot a word has been allowed to leak out 
as to. what 1s going on behind the closed 
doors, but it is, nevertheless, understood that 
the Germans. have made a final offer, which 
is dependent upon granting a political con- 
cession, particularly a definite and early date 
for the final evacuation of the Rhineland by 
France. It is this offer which is now. being 
discussed in the absence of the German dele- 
gates, who will return to the meeting when 
summoned to do so. 

M. Briand is reported to have promised 
Dr. Stresemann that the last French soldier 
will have evacuated the Rhineland by June 
30 of next year. 

In return for this promise Germany is 
making financial concessions, ove of which 
is to waive her claim to a share of the 
300,000,000 marks surplus produced by the 
Young plans.

PALESTINE. 


WHAT OUGHT NOT TO 
HAVE BEEN, 
séin stb 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, on 
“ Plain Duties in Palestine,” says :—There is 
more to be done than to restore. law and 
order. Manifestly there must be prompt, and 
searching investigation into the responsibili- 
ties for the outbreak; both of the criminals 
themselves and of those we have placed in 
authority in Palestine. How is it that these 
latter seem neither to have foreseen it nor to 
have prepared for it? The rioters, or it may 
be the plotters of armed insurrection, could 
hardly have chosen a better moment for au 
uprising. Most of the departmental heads 
were absent from their posts on leave. But 
the arrangements for leave should have made 
no difference to the security of the country. 
The menace of more or less formidable riots 
and rising is chronic in Palestine. It has 
been known and studied for years. . The 
want of armed force, it is alleged, made 
stronger measures impossible in the earlier 
stages of the disorders. The Colonial Office 
describes the present situation as well in 
hand, though they acknowledge that there 
is still a good deal of murder and outrage 
at various points. But the situation ought 
never to have got out of hand. The British 
public, and the public of all nations who have 
citizens in Palestine, have a right to know 
the more immediate and the remoter reasons 
for the lamentable events of the last few 
days. 

It need hardly be said—though in the cir- 
cumstances it ought to be said with the utmost 
authority and publicity—that our policy ™ 
Palestine stands. It will be quite unaffected 
by any attempt of either race to oust or to 
dominate the other. The repetition of this 
kind of.sordid and cowardly civil war must 
be rendered impossible. That is necessary for 
our honour, and necessary for the continuous 
execution of this policy. It will not be an 
easy task, as anyone knows who has been 
concerned with attempts to disarm cémpletely 
such peoples as these, but it should not be 
beyond the powers of an efficient police when 
once the masses realise that the Government 
are in earnest. Apart from considerations of 
justice, and -of. our responsibilities as a man- 
datory, there is a plain reason of the political 
kind why firmness and decision are, in this 
case, indispensable. Everybody who has any 
acquaintance with the East knows how con-' 
cessions made apparently to violence affect 
the Oriental mind. They are invariably 
attributed to weakness or to fear. The 
Moslems of Palestine are already appealing 
to the Moslems of India; the Jews of 
Palestine are appealing to the Jews in the 
United States. Their friends and co- 
religionists beyond the oceans are watching 
narrowly for signs of vacillation on the part 
of the mandatory Power. If she were to 
flinch from doing her duty in Palestine, fresh 
attempts to wrest new concessions from her 
will quickly fellow. And they would not be 
confined to Palestine. The example Palestine 
had set with success would be studied @nd 
followed in other lands by all the fomenters 
of disorder, * Palestine is a test case. If we 
were to hesitate or to change our accepted 
policy there we should soon have greater 
dangers to confront elsewhere. Our plain 
duty and our plain interest point the .same 
way. 


SCHNEIDER CUP. 


THE RACE TO BE HELD. 
(Fuom “‘ Tue Times" AsRONAUTICAL 
CORRESPONDENT. ) 

CALSHUT, Tuesday. 

An official statement was issued here this 
evening by the Schneider Trophy Organising 
Committee of the Royal Aero Club, stating, 
as I indicated yesterday, that, no matter 
whether there is foreign competition or not, 
the contest will be held on September 7, and 
that the British pilots will race, and not 
merely fly over the course. If the Italians do 
not rage three seaplanes only will. race, 
and the flying will be over before 4 p.m., 
instead of 5 p.m. 

One other most important statement was 
that the view of the Royal Aero Club, that 
the rules do not permit of any postponement 
other than a day-to-day delay for suitable 
weather, has been upheld by the supreme 
authority, under the regulations of which the 
contest is arranged. ‘This is the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale. Both the 
secretary of this booy in Paris and the chair- 
man of the Sports Commissiopers of the same 
body, the racing authority directly concerned 
within the F.A.I., have by telegram supported 
the British view of the rules. This inde- 
pendent decision should definitely satisfy the 
Italians that their claim for a postponement 
is impossible to uphold, and it is to be hoped 
will also convince them of the unfairness of 
any suggestion that Great Britain is not 
acting in a sporting spirit, particularly when 
it. is realised that the Royal Aero Club is 
merely the agent of the F.A.T., and in itself 
has no power to vary the basic rules of the 
contest.

JERUSALEM, Tuesday Afternoon. 


Armoured cars were brought into action 
when a crowd of Arabs made an attack 
on the Government offices in Jaffa. 

According. to an official statement just 
issued, Arabs and police came into con- 
flict. Three Arabs were. killed and 
twenty-five were wounded. 

When the Arabs set fire to Kastinia 
to-day five Jews lost their lives. The 
number of wounded, though still un- 
known, is believed to be large. 

Four more houses have been burned in 
Motza, where a family of six were 
brutally murdered by Arabs during the 
early part of the outbreak. 

Jerusalem, which was quict, has once 
more become the scene of Arab attacks. 
Last night the districts of Rehavia and 
Yemin Moshe’ were attacked. 

The Jewish population is asking for 
the despatch from London by the Govern- 
ment of a Commission of Inquiry. 

The danger is by no means over. When 
a number of American delegates to the 
Zionist Congress arrived here-to-day they 
begged the American Consul to inter- 
vene. The Consul is in telegraphic com- 
munication with Washington and Geneva.

HAIFA POLICE FIRE ON MOB. 

With regard to the recent report that 
British troops being conveyed from Haifa 
in a railway train were attacked by Arabs 
and disarmed, no official report to this 
effect has been received. — 

The Acting High Commissioner, under 
date August 26th, reports that a demon- 
stration took place at Jaffa on Sunday 
and that trouble arose there after midday, 
when an Arab mob attempted to enter 
Tel Aviv. The police fired, causing 
casualties, the extent of which is not yet 
known, and the mob dispersed. 

Later an Arab mob attacked. the Dis- 
trict Office and assaulted some Moslem 
notables, but an armoured car, firing 
overhead, dispersed them. 


STILL DISORDER IN HAIFA. 

Troops arrived at 2 p.m., when an 
attack on Tel Aviv was impending, and at 
the sight of the troops the crowd 
dispersed. After that, except for isolated 
assaults, the- situation became, and 
remained, quiet. 

An impending attack on the Hadarha 
Carmel quarter of Haifa was prevented 
by the arrival of British troops early on 
Monday morning. Later news from Hatia 
indicates, however, that 
there is not yet in hand. 

Throughout the night of the 25th there 
were reports.of threatened attacks on 
Jewish colonies, and the situation in that 
regard was not known by the following 
morning, but. measures were being taken 
by the military authorities in conjunction 
with the Air Fotce and the native police, 

BOMB THROWN IN JERUSALEM. 

In the “Old City” of Jerusalem, fol- 
lowing the quiet of the 25th, attacks are 
reported, in one of which a bomb was 
thrown into the Jewish quarter. 

In Trans-Jordan the general situation 
is not free from anxiety, following the 
receipt by the tribes of the news of 
Friday’s events, but so far no disturbances 
are reported.

Friendiy Arabs, who .have been protecting 
the Jews and allowing them to hide in their 
houses to escape the fanaticism of their 
wilder brethren, are forcing their Jewish 
friends to leave their houses immediately, 
because they are afraid that in @he further 
assaults they themselves would be put to 
death. 

Bedouins are crossing the Jordan and are 
entering Palestine.

Twenty-five young Jews. who work in Les 
Grands Moulins, one of the largest mills in 
Palestine, which was built by the beneficence 
of Baron Edmond de Rothschild, were to-day 
arrested and placed in prison. 2 

The danger tu the Jews of Jerusalem has 
led them to adopt many strange means ol 
protection: Some are being sheltered at the 
Christian Missionary School in the Jerusalem 
district of Ratisbon, while others of the 
Rehavia quarter have taken shelter with the 
American Consul. 

RUTENBERG STATION FIGHT. 

Twelve policemen guarded the house of 
the Grand Multi day and night. The Jews 
of the “Old City.” are all being concentrated 
in one quarter, in the belief that in this way 
they will be afforded better protection

Asked how matters now stood, the charr- 
man said:—' There was realy nothing to 
decide at to-day’s meeting. It is our usual 
practice after a canfevence for the delegates 
to report te the Management Committee. No 
vote was necessary, and we ave quite happy 
as to the present position,” Asked by one vre- 
presentative: “What is the next move,” a 
committee man replied: “ For the: employeis 
to concede the three shillirigs.’’ 

1,000 JOINERS EFFECTED. 

Over one thousatd joiners are aftected by 
the strike directly, but a considerable num- 
ber of thé members of other shipbuilding 
trades have heen thrown out of ba by the 
stoppage. ‘The men have received since the 
beginning of the strike about £4,000 from the 
unemployment fund. —

proved of the selection of the’ Chairman, 
Mr. J. Hall, and the Vice-Chairman, Mr. G.

They 
had a port available, and, tlirough the local 
Co-operative Society, had obtained very cheap 
shipping rates owing to the return of vessels 
with cargoes from Liversoot and the South 
of England ports. In his opimon they could 
market grain more favourably from Wexford 
than from anywhere else. He believed that 
they could obtain gein elevators at a small 
cost. With the advent of the Shannon scheme 
they €eould obtain electrical power very 
cheaply, . too. 

Mr. J. Cummins said that he raised the 
question twelve months ago of asking the 
Government to make arrangements for the 
taking-over of large stores in the four princi- 
pal towns of the county, to which farmers 
could bring their grain and be given a pay: 
ment en account. for it, and let the foreign 
representatives. of the Government endeavour 
to find markets for it. At the present time 
the growers had to sell their corn at what- 
ever price that was offered in order that they 
could meet their liabilities. He believed that 
such a scheme would be a practical one. The 
money was lying idle in the banks, and if it 
were not made available a new bank should 
be established. 

Colonel Quinn— Where is the money? 

Mr. Cummins—In the banks, all that is not 
gone to England. 

Mr. A. McCann said that the Government 
would not make any attempt to do as sug- 
gested by Mr. Cummins, as theré was too 
much sale for Scotch whiskey. 

Colonel Gibbon and Colonel Quinn said that 
they did not consider Mr. Cummins’s pro- 
position a practical one. 

Mr. M. Doyle, Chairman of the Council, 
said that while hoth of the schemes outlined 
by Calonel Gibbon and Mr. Cummins 
might be good. they would not bring about 
the immediate obtaining. of money or 
relief for the scrowers. He was of the 
opinion that the project Pmt forward at the 
conference .rganfsed by Dr. Kennedy, Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society, was, a 


much better one than either of’ those ssug- | 


gested that day. The scheme suggested at 
the conference to which he allvded was to 
mix a certain. percentage of barley with 
maize, 

Colone] Gibbon said that such a scheme 
would result. in increasing the price of feed. 
ine-stuffs in the West and North-West of 
Iveland, where they. would have to be pur- 
chee d. 

The meeting eventually approved of all the 
suggestions.

“I am still extremely. anxions 
to get into touch with this man with the 
scratches on his face,” said Colonel Coke yes- 
terday. “ He is a man well known in Preston, 
and we are doing our best all over that area 
to get into touch with him.’’ Colonel Coke 
added that’ the man had said that he knew 
Preston like a book, and he told the motorist 
where to set him down, saying that he was 
going to Warrington. 

Asked if any reward had been offered fo: 
the arrest of the murderer, Colonel Coke re 
plied that there was a diffievity, m that the 
police were not yet in a position to say whom 
they wanted. 

About a score of police were searching 
through Middleton woods yesterday. These 
lie on the North side of the River Wharfe, 
and form a belt of trees nearly a mile in 
length, and roughly a quarter of a mile wide. 

Colonel Coke said that Miss Learoyd was 


at about 9.30 on Saturday night. It had not 
been definitely ascertained whether she had 
been at the pictures that night or not. Many 
people claimed to have seen her, but her 
movements could not be traced with absolute 
certainty after 9.30 o’clock.
